He" received ‘notice fran Messrs Sohnaen, 
Stokoe nnd Mastor that the aetions werv to 
bo taken against: the ship, and he protested 
against the Court oxercising its jurisdiction 
in the case as the charterens had Broken the 
terms of the. charter, by clearing the yeasel 
from Shanghai'to Chefoo, in the-%mpire of 
China, and then: sending her down to 
Hongkong ;. that they. had undertaken. to 
pay the wages of tho Captain: and crew ; 
that thoy had not paid them ; that they had 
undertaken to pay the insurance and did 
not pay it, ‘and that’ he (Mr Hillier) 
paid the insurance himself on. behalf of 
the Chinese Government. The affidavit 
further stated_that by the delivery of tho 
vossel to him, as agent for the Eni- 
peror of China, he waa prepared to pay 
the monies justly due to the niaster, officers, 
engineers and -eréw up to the timeof the 
commencement of the suit. The Captain's 
affidavit, in reply, was also read, in 
which he. denied that there . war 
any freud.. Ho said he was’. hired

She atarted 
from Black-wall Dock, London, on Saptem: 
bar 9th, and has had  pissige which has 
been characterised by uniform smoothness 
except in the Bay of Biscay, where it was 
yery rough, and thore was unusual heat in 
the Red Sea, Har first halt was at Malta, 
where a stay of two days was made for 
coating. She only stopped an hour or so 
fat Port Said and then proceeded to Aden, 
whore the process of conling was again gone 
through. From Aden the voyage was con- 
tinued to Colombo where she couled again, | 
and to Singapore, thence to Hongkong. 
From here she will preceed to Japan as far 
as Kobe, to mect Mr McCalmont and 
party, and she will: probably touch at 
Singapore on the way back. to England in 
about two months’ time.

SATISPACTORY SOLUTION. 

Assuming, however, that the expectation 
of tho’ Premier of, Japan is fulfilled, that 
through the negotiations being carried’ on 
between the. Governments of Great Britain 
and Japan ‘a satisfactory solution will bo 
reached,’ the possibilities of establishing 
and extending commercial relations will bo 
best understood by first considering the 
chief impediments which exist. 

IMPEDIMENTS. . és 

The first group of impediments apply to 
the whole of Austrélia. 1. The United 
States of America are geographically nearer 
to Japan than Australia, 2. There.is fre- 
quent, regular, and rapid steamer oommu- 
niestion between the two countries. 3. 
The large stestmers carry ¢argo across ‘tha 
Pacific at present at very low freights—the 
rato for flour has been. as low as 3 silver 
dollars per ton. The lowest freight from 
Australia is 13 dollars per ton. 4. Ameri- 
ein mercantile-houses, both for tho import 
aud export trade, have buen established in 
Japan for many years. 6, The manufac- 
tured products of the United States genc- 
rally, specially canned goods, are more care- 
fully, conveniently, and artistically put up 
than similar goods in “Australia. 

Tho second group‘ of impediments apply 
specially to South Australia as compared 
with Victoria, New South Wales, and 
Queensland. 1. These colonics are geogra- 
phically nearer Japan than South Australia. 
2. They all have diroet steamer communi- 
catiun with Japan. 3. Gooda from South 
Australia have to be dispatched frequently 
ten days before a steamer leaves Sydney ; 
this invelves an extra coastal freight and a 
double handling of the cargo.

“ ~ HONGKONG: 

The English ‘ealony of Hongkong pro- 
vides an ubsolutcly free port. Thera ara 
no Customs, light, or harbor dues; 10 
charges:ef any kind to vessels cntering or 
leaving.~ The tonnrge of shipping ontered 
both in and out of Hongkong for 1894 was 
over- 7,000,000 tons, Hunckong is the 
“greatoat recviving and distributing port in 
the East. It commands the trade’ of the 
Philippines, Formons, tho islands of the 
North Pycitic, and the China coast north- 
wards to Shanghai; and its trade is Jargo 
with Singsporo, Tonquin, snd Java. Ibis 
also. the source of supplies for the largo 
flests of passenger and trading vossels. 

As no dutivs are collected, no Customs 
records of imports und exports aro kept. 
It is, therefore impossible to givo statistics, 
The trade of Hongkong for’ 1894 ix 
estimated at £20,000,000 sterling, 

Tt is calculated that 80,000 S0}b, bags of 
flour are imported weekly, being nearly 
109,000 tana yearly, Nearly the whole of 
this comes from America, There is a Jnrge 
market for camied. and‘ casked meats, 
tallow, butter, jams, preserved and dried 
fruits, bacon, hams, brandy, and wines of 
the light claret type. Live exttle and 
frozen mext are hoth required, which should 
he supplied from Port Darwin. An enter-- 
prising firm has mnde arrangements with 
the Iee Company, 50 that shipments of 
chilled and frozen products can bo mide 
with safety. ‘ 

WOOLLEN MAN CYACTURES, 

The uso of woollen fabrics and garments 
are largely on the increano throughout the 
East, and as Hongkong has all'the advant: 
ages of a froe- port, and is supplied with 
coal at a low rate, it appears to be specially 
suited for the eatablishment of woollen 
mills, The Chineso are oxecedingly skilful: 
in all hand industries; and with their low 
wages tho manufacture of woollen foods at 
Hongkong offers a sound investment for’ 
capital, With mills erected on the best 
modern plans: and fitted with’ the latest 
machinery, tweeds, braadcloths; flannels, 
rugs, ‘blunketa, carpets, &e., could be 
manufactured at o cost that would defy 
competition.
